RETHINKING INDUSTRY’S FUTURE 


HAT has been called “‘ the great experiment ” of the Duke of Edinburgh’s 

study conference on the human problems of industrial communities has 

ended its first stage, and some conclusions drawn from it by Mr. W. Kirby 

Laing (who attended as representing the British building industry) are given on 
another page. 


Like much else sponsored by the Duke of Edinburgh, this conference held 
within it the seeds of imagination while yet being essentially practical for all 
that it has dealt with intangibles; any matter such as a change of heart among 
management and labour in industry is an intangible, but vital none the less to 
future industrial welfare. 


The problem which the conference members have sought to solve is one 
which has been expressed as how, in a time of full employment, is labour to be 
brought to understand that security. happiness and sense of satisfaction can 
only be won through the development of a sense of full responsibility to the 
particular enterprise in which employer and employed are joined; and, on the 
other side of the medal, how management generally can acquire that innate 
sense of personal interest in the wellbeing of workpeople, in the mass and as 
individuals, which is a characteristic of the best of 20th century employers. 


No one at the Conference suggested that this is an easy task, the more 
particularly now when so much of industry is of so large a scale. But this very 
fact itself stresses the importance of the need to find solutions to situations 
such as the BMC dispute where both management and men felt that their case 
for action was good. but where the over-riding point has been an interruption 
in production that can only have weakened, however temporarily, the enterprise 
in which both sides are joined and by which both exist. 


Mr. Laing’s prime interest in the Conference, as indeed is our’s, has been to 
see what applications it may have to the building industry, and here his con- 
clusions are of much interest. “‘ There is,” he writes, “a need of a greater 
realisation that an individual operative is not just a number in a time-book, 
but that he is a real person with real problems to be faced, and that he is a 
person who, if given the opportunity, can and will work happily.” And again: 
“‘T feel, too, that our industry has a great deal to learn regarding improved 
communication of ideas and intentions. This applies right through the 
industry .. .” 


Finally, Mr. Laing thinks, the industry needs to go much further in applying 
education to all grades of industry. “‘ We need,” he says, “* to see real results 
from the various organisations dealing with education in the industry before 
any benefits can be felt in individual firms, and unless we are very careful these 
results will be produced too late.”” How are these: better-minded men, so 
urgently needed by all sides of building, to be brought in, and how are present 
training methods to be adjusted to make place for inculcation of the principles, 
spiritual, surely, as well as technical, which the Duke’s timely conference has 
so clearly spotlighted? This is something which the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives and the Board of Building Education should 
consider together, and urgently. The sands may well be running out.

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TRIENNALE DI MILANO 


1957 Exhibition of Decorative and 
Industrial Arts and Modern 
Architecture 


HE eleventh Triennale di 
international exhibition of modern 
decorative and industrial arts and of 
modern architecture, is to be held in Milan 
from July 27 to November 4, 1957. The 
organisers state that with its eleventh exhi- 
bition the Triennial is desirous of playing 
its part in the study and definition of the 
art problems closely linked to those of 
technology and economics, operating at a 
practical national and international level. 
The programme has been based on the 
following themes: relationship of the arts, 
contemporary architecture, and art produc- 
tion and industrial design. 

The International Exhibition of Con- 
temporary Architecture will document the 
development of architecture over the last 
ten years (1946-1956), the effort to organise 
it, the historical events and the individual 
and collective needs which have conditioned 
its technical and compositive values, and the 
call of the past. Collective or personal 
shows will be presented to reveal the major 
technical, economical and art problems. 

In the growth and organisation of con- 
temporary architecture, the problem of 
town planning viewed within its real boun- 
daries, that of reconstruction and that of 
technical methods in the industrialisation of 
building with particular regard for the home, 
will emerge with special significance. Other 
questions of the moment, such as church 
architecture, will be dealt with suitably in 
the exhibition. 

Museum lay-out will be another subject 
dealt with in the Exhibition of Con- 
temporary Architecture. To elucidate how 
architecture must comply with the very 
latest trends in museum lay-out, this exhibit 
will resort to documents showing examples 
and proposals with a view to promoting 
thorough discussion of a problem which has 
up to now been properly tackled only in a 
few instances. 

The International Home Exhibition will 
show a series of rooms or details of 
furnished homes. Each country exhibiting 
will thus be offered an opportunity to give 
a concrete example of how the problems 
pertaining to the home have been met 
by their production equipment. Special 
space may be allocated for the exhibition 
of furniture and individual pieces, whether 
unique or produced industrially. 

The International Exhibition of Industrial 
Design will be organised with a view to 
showing, through an analysis of the object, 
the process by which the designer is led to 
interpret technical requirements in a given 
shape. The increasingly close bonds of 
co-operation between art and industry will 
focus the interests of the artist, the indus- 
trialist, the business man and the consumer 
alike on this exhibition.

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OBITUARY 
John B. Perks 


WE announce with deep regret the 

death, which took place at Uni- 
versity College Hospital on August 11, as 
the result of a cerebral hemorrhage, of 
Mr. John Bernard Perks, general manager 
and executive director of The Builder. 
He was 42. 

The elder son of the late Mr. Bernard 
W. Perks and of Mrs. Edith Perks, John 
Perks was educated at Colchester Gram- 
mar School and then joined the staff of 
Press Printers, Ltd., a subsidiary of 
Odhams Press, Ltd., printers of The 
Builder, to which newspaper he came in 
1947 as assistant to his father. Following 
the death of his father in November of 
that year, he was appointed in succession 
in 1948 as general manager and executive 
director. 

In addition to his work for The Builder, 
John Perks managed “ The British Clay- 
worker” and “The Architect’s and 
Builder’s Compendium” for companies 
associated with The Builder, Ltd. He was 
a member of council of the Periodical 
Proprietors’ Association, and was chair- 
man of the British Building Documenta- 
tion Committee. In 1950 he made a tour 
of Canada on behalf of The Builder. 


During the last war, he volunteered for 
the RAF, afterwards transferring to Air- 
Sea Rescue, and served on the West Afri- 
can coast and in the Channel, being 
Mentioned in Despatches for personal 
rescue work. He was this year’s chairman 
of the Air-Sea Rescue Club. In 1951, he 
married Brigid, daughter of the late Mr. 
Osmond Bentley, son of John Francis 
Bentley, architect of Westminster Cathe- 
dral, and of Mrs. Bentley. To her and 
his two stepdaughters, as also to his 
mother and brother and two sisters, we 
extend our deepest sympathy in their 
loss. 

John Perks had many friends in the 
advertising world and building industry 
to whom his passing at so early an age 
will come with a sense of shock and loss. 
Essentially a shy person, he was yet most 
kindly and could never refuse any call for 
help that came to him. He belonged to 
the London School Board Lodge of Free- 
masons, No. 2611, and was a member of 
the Devonshire Club. 


Mr. B. Agard Evans, Librarian, MoW, 
writes: “I knew Mr. Perks particularly 
in connection with the British Building 
Documentation Committee, of which he 
had been chairman for the past five years. 
He was especially interested in the 
development of plans for the international 
exchange of information on _ building 
developments, methods, materials and 
techniques. He was extremely patient in 
pushing forward the plans, and I am only 
sorry that he has not lived to see the 
Committee’s work crowned with greater 
practical success.”

Alfred C. Conrade 


WE LEARNED recently with much regret 
of the death of Mr. Alfred Charles Con- 
rade, the distinguished artist, at the age 
of 92. He died several months ago at 
Prestwich, Lancs., where he had been 
living with his daughter and son-in-law 
since 1950. 

G. J. Howling writes: A. C. Conrade 
was born in Leeds in 1863 and lived there 
till early manhood. He studied art at Dussel- 
dorf Academy and also in Paris and Madrid, 
and settled in London about 65 years ago. 
He first made his mark as a designer of stage 
scenery and period costume for the theatre. 
On the death, in 1905, of Irving, whom he 
knew well, he gave up theatrical work and 
developed his art in other directions. He 
accepted the appointment of chief artist at 
the White City, famous for its Franco- 
British and other exhibitions before the 
first world war, and there his work included 
some fine decorative panels for a pavilion 
designed by the late Arthur T. Bolton. His 
best-known works in London were the large 
mural panels painted for Mercers’ Hall, 
Cheapside, two on the east wall, copied 
from tapestries in the Prado at Madrid, 
representing “ Theseus receiving the Ring of 
Minos” and “Ariadne marries Bacchus,” 
and two on the west wall of the gallery, 
painted replicas of English tapestries in the 
National collections, representing ‘ Hero 
mourning over the dead body of Leander ” 
and “Scene from the Story of Troy.” 
Unfortunately, these fine paintings were 
destroyed when the building was gutted by 
fire in the blitz of May, 1941. Other works 
included altar-pieces for several London 
suburban churches and (proof of his versa- 
tility) background scenes for tableaux at 
Madame Tussaud’s. 

In his later years Conrade turned to the 
painting of architecture both in oil and 
water-colour and his works were frequently 
exhibited at the Royal Academy and the 
Paris Salon. Commissions by architects took 
him to many parts of Europe. A large 
number of his architectural drawings were 
published at different times in The Builder. 
and a very successful exhibition of his paint- 
ings and drawings was held at the RIBA 
between the wars. 

Conrade was a most accomplished artist. 
He had a fine sense of composition and 
colour and great delicacy of touch. He was, 
too, immensely prolific, drawing almost up 
to the day of his death. Physically, he was 
on the small side, but he had a fine head 
with delicate features of a somewhat 
Napoleonic cast. He was a frequent visitor 
to The Builder office where, in the upper 
room (generally filled with drawings and 
antiques) occupied by that now retired col- 
league, W. J. Wills, in whom he found a 
fellow enthusiast, he would discourse gently 
about the arts, rocking back now and again 
on his heels as, with head slightly cocked 
he pointed appreciatively with a_ black 
cheroot (“I love ’em black!” he would 
say), at some work of art that caught his 
interest. 

Conrade was too modest for worldly suc- 
cess, but the day may well come when he 
will be recognised as one of the most sensi- 
tive artists of our time. A memorial exhi- 
bition of his paintings and drawings should 
be held as soon as possible.

To all those who knew and admired him, 
he will remain in memory as an example 
of a full life which all might follow. in 
which his greatest asset was sincerity.

HE function of the building as the headquarters of the Board made the requirements very different from 

an ordinary office building. Instead of large floor spaces, generally for an unspecified use, the require- 
ments were exactly known and they varied very considerably in size and character. The resultant basic form 
is a 10-storey, narrow, vertical block parallel to the river front, with the main stairs and lifts at one end and an 
escape stair at the other. 
Large areas were required on the ground floor for machine rooms, lavatories and garaging cars, so the 
building extends over the rear of the site with top lighting. Access to the rear portion is by a drive which passes 


through the building. 
The 110 ft. tall block which faces the river has a frontage of about 70 ft. ; it is 35 ft. 6 in. deep and rises 
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from a deeper single-storey structure. There are 10 
storeys, giving some 30,000 sq. ft. of floor space. 

At first-floor level the front is set back to give a 
riverside terrace and the roof is also designed to be 
used in this way. A boxed-out balcony is provided on 
the fourth and seventh floors, while the staff dining- 
room on the ninth floor has a window over- 
looking the river for the full length of the west side. 
There is also a balcony at the back of the building at 
eight-floor level. 

The building is constructed with concrete beams, 
slab floors, and a series of external frames on each 
flcor. Above the second storey, precast-concrete is 
used for almost the entire structure, and precast 
prestressed concrete planks are used in all the floors. 

The foundation is an in situ concrete raft, 4 ft. 
thick, which forms the slab floor of the basement. 
Since it was necessary to excavate to a depth of 22 ft. 
for the foundations and the water level is at 18 ft., 
pumping equipment had to be used during construc- 
tion and the foundations have been lined in asphalt. 

A large room in the basement has been designed as 
a shelter against atomic attack; the in situ reinforced 
concrete walls and roof are respectively | ft. 6 in. 
and 2 ft. thick. Similar construction has been used 
for the basement strongroom. 

In each storey in situ columns are placed down the 
length of the building at 22 ft. intervals and support 
a concrete spine beam (the spine beam on the fifth 
floor is partly in situ and partly precast ; on the 
ground and first floors the beams are in situ ; else- 
where they are entirely precast).

A composite concrete floor slab spans from the 
spine beam to external portal frames on either side 
of the building—distances of 19 ft. and 16 ft. 6 in. 
The floor slabs consist of precast, prestressed T-section 
concrete planks with an in situ topping; the roof 
slab is also constructed in this way. The 2-in. thick 
topping is cast on permanent asbestos-cement form- 
work, carried on metal clips which are sprung over the 
webs of the prestressed planks. The castellations 
formed by the tops of the planks are bonded with 
the in situ concrete. Suspended ceilings are used. 


The external frames each consist of two uprights 
and two horizontal members. The uprights act as 
mullions and windows span between them, and the 
horizontal members act as cill and head beams. The 
frames are bolted together vertically and joined 
horizontally by the cill and head beams of windows 
between the frames. For the greater part of the building, 
continuous horizontal rows of windows alternate 
with rows of storey-height precast-concrete exposed 
aggregate slabs. The aggregates used for these 
slabs are Derbyshire Spar and 
Hopton-Wood stone. The 
ground floor is faced with ter- 
razzo and panels of faience are 
used on the top floor to pro- 
vide a colour contrast. The first 
floor will have a cladding of 
concrete slabs faced with polished 
exposed aggregate. 


The end walls are composed 
of precast corner columns and 
of triangular precast-concrete 
frames (each with an in situ 
vertical member), which are 
designed to act with the floor 
slabs in providing wind bracing. 
Behind these columns and 
frames is an inner skin of 


Staff dining-room 
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concrete breeze blocks, and in front of them 
precast-concrete facing slabs of storey height. 
Throughout the building the corner columns are 
recessed to allow for hidden ducts. 

The precast units are bolted together and the joints 
subsequently grouted ; this gives complete rigiJity 
and continuity of structure. 

Generally, the construction is repeated from floor 
to floor, except that on the second floor an in situ 
ring beam, 5 ft. 6 in. deep is contained in the external 
walls, and in the sixth floor an in situ reinforced con- 
crete wall is provided to alter the continuity of the 
columns supporting the spine beam on the floor above. 

The three precast-concrete balconies are fixed by 
means of reinforced-concrete bars protruding from the 
floor slab. The staircases are of in situ concrete on 
the lower floors and precast above second-floor level. 

All the precast units were factory made and very 
detailed planning and close co-operation between the 
architect, engineer and contractors was necessary, 
both to arrange the output of units as required and 
in the actual work of construction on the compara- 
tively confined site. This co-operation and fore- 
thought has been amply repaid in the increased 
economy and efficiency of working. A tower crane 
was used, with a comparatively small labour force 
of 15 to 20 men. The units were unloaded from the 
lorries by the crane and placed directly into position : 
the average rate of construction of the frame attained 
by this method was a storey per working week. 

The internal finishes follow general practice for a 
building of this character, excepting that individual 
treatment is given to rooms with special functions. 
For example, the canteen has a sound absorbent 
slotted fibrous plaster ceiling ; the Board Room an 
Opepe wood block floor, golden laurel wall panels, 
and a fibrous plaster ceiling. Opepe wood block 
floors and walnut, sycamore, and mahogany panels 
have also been used in the rooms for the senior 
Officers of the Board, in order to provide a suitable 
background for the reception of delegations and 
visitors. In all cases the soft furnishing, furniture, 
and colour schemes have been selected to create 
comfortable working conditions and to complement 
the general design.

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HIS is the first of two new identical clinics to 

be built by the Hastings Education Authority, 

and is designed to serve the Hollington area, 

while the second, which is under construction, is 
situate in the opposite part of the town. 

The sites for the two clinics are very different in 
shape and size, but both face arterial roads and have 
similar orientation. Due to the need for extreme 
economy, simplicity in treatment was observed. In 
order to prevent noise of traffic and to maintain 
privacy, all rooms were screened by corridors and/or 
the pram store. Although this did not generally 
assist elevational treatment, by careful planning and 
detailing a pleasing result was achieved.

Immediately beyond the entrance hall is a large 
waiting hall, also entered from the pram store, which 
forms the assembly space for patients, but is also 
designed for use by large and small meetings. This. 
hall can be divided into two smaller areas and used 
independently for cinema projection, visual aids and 
instruction for health and other educational purposes. 

There is easy access from the waiting hall to the 
pre- and post-natal section on the ground floor while 
the dental and ophthalmic departments are provided 
on first floor. 

The floor over the waiting hall is precast prestressed 
(post-tensioned), necessitated by the need to span a 
large area with a minimum of floor thickness and to 
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provide a céiling without an obstruction of beams. 
The whole of the first floor is covered by a 2-in. thick 
vermiculite screed for sound absorption and all 
floors are covered with thermo plastic tiles and coved 
skirtings. The walls are 11 in. cavity brickwork with 
golden buff facings, and dark wirecut headers are 
used for decorative treatment. The roof is con- 
structed with Timber Development Association 
standard trusses covered with Anglia pantiles. 

Heating and domestic hot water is provided by an 
automatically-fired solid fuel Crane boiler rated at 
312,000 B.T.U.’s per hour with external thermostatic 
control. This installation allows for two air changes 
per hour in each room.

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ENERAL requirements were additional buildings to an Edwardian-built Girls’ Grammar School; 1,620 
new places were to be provided. 

The site of about four acres was increased for the new extension to nine acres by taking in adjacent bomb- 
damaged properties. | The ground slopes gently up from east to west—about 4 ft. along the length of the site 
reserved for the new buildings. The bearing soil is good. 

The main structural walls are internal brick cross walls (common brickwork 9 in. thick at all floor levels). 
First and second floors are of prestressed reinforced concrete and roofs of timber. The walls provide better 
sound proofing between classrooms than is usual. In the few positions where a solid wall is not practicable it 
has been replaced by a R.C. beam and columns. External walls (except the short portions at or near the ends 
of the blocks) are non-structural and consist mainly of windows.

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News of the Week 


The Lea Waterway 


A SCHEME to improve the River Lea 

Navigation between Enfield Lock 
and its junctions with the River Thames, 
at a cost of £864,000, has been announced 
by Sir Reginald Kerr, general manager of 
the British Transport Commission’s 
Waterways Division. It is the largest 
project yet to be announced in connection 
with the Commission’s £54m. develop- 
ment plan covering their principal inland 
waterways. 


The scheme will reduce by half the 
time taken by the large Lea craft in 
navigating the locks above Old Ford— 
will open up the whole section Thames to 
Enfield (134 miles) to the largest barges 
used by the carriers, thus enabling them 
to increase their traffics; and will provide 
fully modern standards of bank protec- 
tion and dredging. 

The large programme of bank protec- 
tion will involve 32,000 ft. of steel piling 
and 3,300 ft. of mass concrete walling. 
To avoid delays to craft at the Totten- 
ham and Stonebridge Locks, Tottenham, 
and at Pickett’s Lock, Edmonton, the 
single locks at these points are to be 
doubled, each new lock being large 
enough to take a 135 ton, 18 ft. wide Lea 
barge. A similar new lock is to be built at 
Ponders End. The doubling of Tottenham 
Lock will involve the construction of a 
new bridge under Ferry Lane; also, Three 
Mills Lane Bridge, Bow, will be recon- 
structed.

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The Duke of Edinburgh’s Study Conference 


LESSONS FOR THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 
By W. KIRBY LAING, MA, MInstCE 


The Study Conference on the Human Problems of Industrial Communities, held in 
Oxford recently under the chairmanship of the Duke of Edinburgh, has lessons for all 
industries, not least building. We have invited Mr. W. Kirby Laing (who attended 
as representing the building industry in the United Kingdom) to give his views on 
conclusions reached by the Conference, and these now follow.— Editor. 


N’OW that “the great experiment” of 
4% HRH The Duke of Edinburgh’s 
Study Conference on the Human Prob- 
lems of Industrial Communities within 
the Commonwealth and Empire is ended, 
people are naturally trying to assess its 
results. This is not easy to do because 
so much of the result is intangible and it 
is really a question of a change of heart 
and a broadening of outlook among those 
who took part. Its results will go on 
showing themselves in a variety of ways 
for many years to come. 


Before trying to set down some of the 
more immediate and tangible findings it 
may be appropriate to explain briefly 
how the Conference—held at Oxford 
from July 9-27—was arranged and who 
were its members. 


Conference Framework 


280 people from every part of the 
Commonwealth and Empire, drawn 
equally from the trade union and man- 
agement sides of industry, were invited 
to the conference and divided into 20 
groups of 14 people with their appointed 
chairman and secretary. Each group 
was given three themes to consider during 
the period (one main theme and two 
subsidiaries). These themes were the 
subject of discussions at joint sessions of 
three groups during the later stages, and 
each group was responsible for present- 
ing a report on its findings concerning 
its main theme at the final session of the 
conference. 


During the first five days the members 
met in plenary session to hear a series of 
papers on the background of industry, 
indicating some of the problems that exist 
at the present time. At the same time 
there was a series of group discussions 
dealing with the various lectures and 
formulating programmes for the next 
part of the conference which consisted of 
nine days of study tours carried out by 
individual groups. These tours included 
a four-day visit to London and one of the 
New Towns, plus five days in one of the 
provincial industrial centres. The pro- 
gramme was a very full one of visits to a 
variety of industrial units, followed by 
discussions with local representatives, 
these discussions invariably carrying on 
Well into the night. 


The final week was spent at Oxford in 
hearing further lectures dealing particu- 
larly with the overseas point of view, 
together with group discussions formulat- 
ing reports on the various themes—these 
reports being presented at a marathon 
session lasting 6 hours during the last day 
of the Conference. 


The themes of the 20 groups were col- 
lected under 7 main headings and the 


following are some of the points which 
were raised in the various reports:— 


Theme 1: Satisfaction at Work 


There was a great deal of discussion on 
this subject, and although there were 
some contrary views it was felt that pay 
is not the main satisfaction to be gained 
from work. Rather is this a matter of 
doing a worthwhile job in a _ well 
organised and disciplined firm. Opinions 
varied as to what can be considered a 
worthwhile job, and whereas some might 
think a particular task monotonous, 
others enjoy doing it and would not 
willingly change that task for something 
apparently more creative. 

One of the main contributory factors 
of having satisfied workpeople in a 
particular operation is to ensure that 
wherever possible men and women are 
put into work for which they are adapted 
by temperament and ability This 
emphasises the importance of the work 
of the Youth Employment Service 
because, as one of the African delegates 
told us, “if you want a tree to grow 
straight it must be planted straight in the 
first place.” 

In addition, a real sense of “ belong- 
ing” can lead to greater satisfaction. 
A contributory factor here is the relation- 
ship between management (particularly 
at foreman level) and workpeople, with 
the need to realise that the latter are not 
just so many ciphers but human beings. 


Theme 2: Organisation and Re- 
lationships at Work 


As mentioned under the previous head- 
ing, one of the causes of satisfaction at 
work is employment in a well organised 
firm, and this question of organisation is 
undoubtedly most important. People at 
all levels in the firm must know what is 
their place in the organisation and they 
should only be responsible to one person. 
In this connection emphasis should also 
be placed on the need for the institution 
of a proper system of communication. 
This can be realised in a number of ways, 
dependent on the type of concern. 

In the family firm communication may 
be directly between the owners of the firm 
and the individual employees, whereas in 
the larger firm it may be convenient to 
institute a Joint Works Council so as to 
ensure that the views of the various 
sections of the firm are represented to the 
management, and vice versa. 

On the other hand, it was emphasised 
that Works Councils should not detract 
in any way from the sphere of manage- 
ment as such—no one should interfere 
there. Whatever the system adopted it 
can be used for giving notice of impend- 
ing changes within the firm, but it should 
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be remembered that the institution of a 
communication system can be a change in 
itself which requires time for assimilation, 
and should not be brought into operation 
just before other major changes. 


Theme 3 : Education and Training 


Great emphasis was placed on the 
necessity for better education at all levels, 
from the apprentice right through to the 
University graduate, and in particular the 
need was stressed for better facilities for 
the education of foremen in all industries. 

With the various new techniques which 
aré being introduced, greater skill is 
required throughout industry and one 
must remember that an_ individual’s 
education is never complete but is a 
progressive thing, going on throughout 
his lifetime. 

It was felt that there could with 
advantage be closer co-operation between 
Universities and industry, and that indus- 
try in particular must learn to use the 
products of the University to better effect. 
With their trained minds, graduates are 
usually turnec quickly into useful mem- 
bers of the organisation, particularly if 
the University has given its students a 
wide-based training including the 
Humanities and Social Sciences, and not 
limited to mere technologies. 

One point which must not be lost sight 
of is that eacouragement must be given 
to individuals to undertake further educa- 
tion by recognising their increased skill 
with increased pay. Too often the 
transfer from the ranks of a manual 
worker to staff involves an “ Irishman’s 
Rise ” in salary. 


Theme 4 : Employment and 
Security 


At a time such as the present when 
there is such keen competition for labour, 
it behoves every firm to ensure that the 
conditions of employment are the best 
possible, compatible with its type of 
operation. In addition, however, with 
the threat of redundancy in certain 
quarters, there must be a willingness on 
the part of all workers to adapt them- 
selves to changes which are developing. 
It is sometimes felt that traditional 
industries are the least adaptable, but 
examples were seen on the various Study 
Tours which proved that even in such 
traditional crafts as pottery great benefit - 
had come to all concerned as a result of 
the willingness of craftsmen of all sorts 
to undertake a variety of tasks. 

Conditions of employment which are 
normally the responsibility of joint 
negotiation between employers and trade 
unions were not included in the delibera- 
tions of the Conference, but such items 
as pension schemes and sick pay were 
discussed and it was felt that an addi- 
tional feeling of security resulting from 
schemes of this sort warranted their 
wider use in industry. 


Themes 5 and 6: Housing and 
Travelling, and Industry and the 
Community 


These two subjects are largely depen- 
dent one upon the. other, because the 
relationship between a person’s home and 
his work depends to a considerable extent, 
at any rate in the smaller towns, upon the 
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relationship between industry and the 
community. 

It was felt that there should be a closer 
co-operation between industry and the 
community in the form of a local 
authority in the initial setting up of 
industrial areas, and also in trying to 
ensure that adequate housing is available 
within a reasonable distance of the 
industrial area. It was also felt that in 
the majority of cases a more satisfied 
community results from individuals who 
own their own houses, while provision of 
industry-owned houses leads to dissatis- 
faction and a reduced sense of security 
at home. Industry has an important 
responsibility to the community in deal- 
ing with such items as smoke abatement, 
river pollution, disposal of waste, etc. 


Theme 7: Social Values and 
Ideals 


There was a feeling that in Britain, at 
any rate, our social values have been 
affected adversely by the introduction of 
the so-called Welfare State, and in addi- 
tion there has been a lowering of the 
moral standards of the nation as a whole 
as a result of the lessening of family 
loyalties. Previously, the family grew up 
with the individuals depending one upon 
the other, but under present day con- 
ditions this is not the case, and members 
of a family often live with little know- 
ledge of the thoughts and plans of other 
members of the group. 

This lessening of family loyalties can- 
not be replaced by welfare facilities. 
As one individual put it: “ people are 
only real people when they are in personal 
and responsible relationship with one 
another.” Our efforts at social improve- 
ment will be of little effect unless they 
have a real background of Christian 
faith. As Sir Philip Morris put it in sum- 
ming up, “ Man cannot live unless by the 
aid of facts he takes himself as far 
towards the precipice which divides him 
from the Unknown as facts will carry 
him, and when he has got there and wants 
to proceed farther he must take faith as 
his guide. And, of course, ‘faith’ in the 
modern world is again a depreciated 
word. But if you hear them fresh and 
anew and on a quiet moment like this, at 
the end of a conference, it is possible to 
hear the overtones of exceedingly well 
known words: ‘ Faith is the substance of 
things hoped for and the evidence of 
things not seen.’ If you want to deal with 
the things that you can neither see nor 
touch, you can do so only by faith.” 


Lessons from the Conference 


It may be asked what effect can the 
deliberations of some 300 people repre- 
senting the whole of the Commonwealth 
and Empire have on a particular indus- 
try? I feel that the greatest effect of this 
Conference has been the feeling of unity 
which has existed throughout its delibera- 
tions. People were gathered from five 
continents and were able to speak to each 
other with a common language about 
common problems. This has resulted in 
a realisation that, providing all its mem- 
bers act in unity, the Commonwealth can 
still be a thing of tremendous power and 
usefulness throughout the world. In 
addition, we have learned that both sides 


of industry can and must work together 
for a common purpose, because one must 
live to work and work to live. 

As to lessons of immediate use in the 
construction industry, I would submit 
that at the present time there is a need 
of a greater realisation that an individual 
operative is not just a number in a time- 
book, but that he is a real person with 
real problems to be faced, and that he 
is a person who, if given the opportunity, 
can and will work happily. 

I feel, too, that our industry has a great 
deal to learn regarding improved com- 
munication of ideas and intentions. This 
applies right through the industry, from 
the building owner, through the archi- 
tect and the quantity surveyor, down to 
the management of the contracting firms, 
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and so to the individual operatives jp 
those firms. So often the operative cap. 
not give of his best because his foreman 
has not given him proper instructions, ang 
in many cases the foreman cannot give 
these instructions because he has not had 
the necessary information from the 
designer. 

Finally, a start has been made in the 
education of all grades in our industry 
but the institution of a few Foremanship 
Courses and the setting up of a Board of 
Building Education is not sufficient. We 
need to see real results from the various 
organisations dealing with education jp 
the industry before any benefits can be 
felt in individual firms, and unless we are 
very careful these results will be produced 
too late.

7 E new stand for Wimbledon’s Gracing 
Club is the largest in London’s Grey- 
hound Racing and one of the most luxurious 
sporting stands in Europe. It provides 
accommodation for a total capacity of 
2,000 people; half of this number being 
housed in a totally enclosed area fronted 
with plate glass, giving an uninterrupted 
view of the track, totalisator, and the 
results indicator board. 


In the enclosed part of the stand there 
is total seating accommodation for 600 
people, arranged in terraced pews. These 
contain six or more loose chairs, at the front 
of which are ledge tables so that patrons 
may rest their racing cards, drinks and 
snacks in comfort. There is provision for 
200 to dine in the Club Members’ Enclosure 
as they watch the races. The front, sides 
and tops of all the pews are fabricated in 
Walnut. Dove grey Softglow Formica 
laminated plastic was chosen to veneer 
the tables in the pews. The chairs have 
been upholstered in a plastic material of 
pale grey bearing a broken check pattern; 
the carpeting is in red. The floor in the 
non-members’ section is covered with 
red linoleum. 


From the top of the stand, a further 400 
people may watch the racing on a 21 ft. 
wide promenade. This stretches im- 
pressively along the entire length of the 
stand—almost 300 ft.—and is floored with 
Missanda wood blocks. 


There are 72 pieces of glass, each the size 
of a normal shop window, supported in 
framework consisting of composite mul- 
lions between five stanchions on which the 
roof rests. Further light is admitted by 
two glazed sides of the stand. A plenum 
system takes in air from ground floor level 
and feeds it into the stand through vents 
in the ceiling. 


Apart from the waitress service, cold 
buffet, snacks and drinks can be served 
to a further 800 people from two bars on 
the terrace. The largest of these bars is 
in the members’ section. The counter 
front is in Macassar wood and the counter 
top and under shelving have been veneered 
with dove grey Softglow Formica lam- 
inated plastic. The back shelving and the 
wall panelling is Pompadour blue. Coarse 
Linette Formica, and mirrors framed by 
Beech and Gurjun panels are set into the 
Pompadour blue wall surface. There is,

BUILDING ON THE 
SUEZ CANAL 


From a Correspondent 


W HEN the Suez Canal Company was 

formed in 1870, the headquarters 
staff at the administrative offices in Paris 
were particularly concerned with the 
housing of their employees. These 
number today some 20,000 people. Of 
these 775 are senior staff and pilots, who 
are given special homes for themselves 
and their families, and there are also 
4,167 workmen and foremen. Of the 
4,000 families almost three quarters are 
Egyptian and derive their livelihood from 
the Canal. 


According to official sources, from the 
inception of the work the Canal Company 
undertook the building of housing estates 
for its personnel, and over 1,400 dwel- 
lings have since gone up, one third for 
housing employees and two thirds for 
workmen. Designed to meet the special 
climatic conditions. and modern concep- 
tions of comfort, these houses are let at 
reduced rents. -They have, so to speak, 
formed the nucleus around which fresh 
settlements have sprung up. 


Modern Urban Requirements 


The towns thus brought into being have 
been planned and perfected in accord- 
ance with modern urban requirements. 
The Company has carried out the neces- 
Sary sanitary and hygiene works, has put 
in the sewers and drains and has 
organised household waste disposal. . In 
Ismalia and Port Taufiq it has seen to the 
upkeep of roads and pavements and to 
the maintenance of public parks, squares 
and cemeteries. The systematic fight 
against mosquitoes is constantly being 
pursued by draining and spraying stag- 
nant water, to such good effect that 
malaria, which was rampant in the earlier 
years of the Canal’s existence, has 
practically disappeared today. Fire 
brigades have been created in Ismalia 
and Port Taufiq, and rat extermination 
services have been set up in the ports. 


The electric power required by the 
Company, particularly for its general 
workshops, for the water filtration plants 
and for the lighting of Port Said harbour, 
is produced by two power stations located 
at Port Fuad and at Port Said. The 
magnitude and’efficiency of these is such 
that the Company is also able to provide 
enough power for the, lighting of Port 
Fuad and to supply Port Said municipal 
authorities with additional current for the 
lighting of that town. 


Everywhere there are gardens, public 
parks, even woods, and great avenues 
lined with tropical trees casting an air of 
gaiety that contrasts pleasantly with the 
barrenness of the surrounding desert. 


Social and sports clubs, playing fields and © 


links, and very popular beaches (the 
creation and upkeep of which are largely 
subsidised by the Company) provide the 
staff with particularly pleasant and in- 
expensive facilities for recreation as well 
as with all forms of sport. Riding, golf 


or yachting can usually be indulged in 
not only by the privileged few. 








The Saint Vincent de Paul Hospital at 
Ismalia, built on a particularly healthy 
site, which affords coolness in the 
summer months, has 200 beds, medical 
and surgical wings, clinics for all 
branches of specialised therapy, a labora- 
tory, and radiology installations. The 
hospital buildings and equipment are 
periodically overhauled to keep pace with 
the ever-increasing complements and to 
march in step with the rapid development 
of up-to-date medical technique. A new 
surgical wing permits the treatment of 
patients in accordance with the most 
modern opesational technology. 

One of the problems confronting the 
Isthmus staff is that of the education of 
their children. Consequently the Canal 
Company has helped to a very consider- 
able extent in building numerous schools 
providing elementary and -secondary 
education. 


PRICE STABILISATION 


Ballast and Sand  Association’s 
Statement 


Mr. H. E. Perce, OBE, JP, @hairman of 
the Ballast, Sand and Allied Trades Associa- 
tion, made the following announcement on 
August 8: i “ 

It is gratifying to learn that the Govern- 
ment, the nationalised industries, and other 
industries, have at last followed the lead 
given by ourselves and many others at the 
beginning of this year regarding a standstill 
undertaking of their individual prices. 


Sand and gravel producers throughout 
the country have been considering whether 
they can renew their undertaking. I am glad 
to be able to say that of the very large num- 
ber of firms engaged in the production of 
sand and gravel, the majority have under- 
taken until March 31, 1957, not to increase 
their present prices unless something quite 
unexpected and exceptional happens. 


It is hoped that other industries, and par- 
ticularly the trade unions, will co-operate, 
since continued inflation and rises in the cost 
of living are matters of extreme anxiety to 
us all. 


Plumbing Contracts 


AFTER discussion with the NFBTE, the 
council of the National Federation of 
Plumbers and Domestic Engineers 
(Employers) have decided to recommend to 
their members that they should be prepared 
to accept a fixed-price for materials when 
invited to tender for the plumbing work in 
the case of an ordinary building job of up 
to £5,000 in total value, where ten per cent. 
of that represents a normal plumbing 
element and does not include an excessive 
proportion of non-ferrous metals, and where 
the work can be completed within six 
months from the date of tender. — 

In making the proposal it was felt that 
any such advice to subscribers must take 
account of other considerations, namely :— 
(i) that the building contractor should state 
clearly in his invitation that the particular 
job was on a fixed-price basis in respect of 
the materials; (ii) that the building contrac- 
tor should accept tenders promptly; (iii) 
that the building eontractor should give 
some assurance that the total value of the 
work would not be increased beyond a 
reasonable margin during the job. 
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Rownson’s Stable Price Scheme 


MEssrRs. ROWNSON, DREW AND CLypes. 
DALE, LtD., 225, Upper Thames-stree, 
London, EC4, who on March: 1 undertog 
not only to stabilise their prices for gj 
months but also to give customers the bene. 
fits of any reductions in price, have decided 
to extend their stable price scheme fo, 
a further six months from September 1. The 
firm have been “very gratified” by the 
enthusiasm for this scheme. shown by 
builders, plumbers and specifying authorities 
and by the practical way they have expressed 
their appreciation. Attempts to take 
“ speculative advantage ” of the scheme have 
been practically non-existent. 


In a circular to clients the firm state: “ So 
far as orders outstanding on our books at 
August 31 are concerned, the following pro- 
cedure will be adopted. 


1. All orders on our books at 8 a.m. on 
September 1 which have not been qualified by 
the customer as to the date of delivery will be 
supplied and invoiced as if they had been de. 
livered by August 31. By this we mean that rises 
that have taken place since the placing of the 
order will not be charged. 

2. All customers with orders on our books 
who have instructed delivery to take place after 
August 31 or who have not yet given delivery 
instructions will be invited to take delivery 
before August 31 to avoid any rise in price which 
might be necessary under the new scheme. So 





-long as these instructions are given to us by 


first post on Monday, August 27, the prices 
charged will be those that we would have 
charged at August 31 even though, through our 
own fault, we have been unable to effect delivery 
by that date. 

3. Should our customer not wish to bring 
forward the date of delivery of contract orders 
but prefers to take these goods after September 
1 the rises in. cost which have occurred since the 
placing of his order (less, of course, any reduc- 
tion in prices) will be charged on these goods 
but such prices will be subject to all the condi- 
tions and terms on our second stable price 
scheme.” 

In general terms, the circular continues, 
all ferrous goods have increased in price 
since the stable price scheme was introduced 
on March 1, but these increases in price 
have not been passed on to customers; on 
the other hand most non-ferrous goods have 
dropped in price and customers have been 


given the benefits of these “ drops.” 


In a number of. cases, such as, for instance, 
bath suites, the baths have risen in price 
and the fittings dropped in price; this means 
that when at September 1 these prices: are 
recosted the rise in the cost of baths will be 
lessened by the reduction in brassfoundry.

Staff Cuts Proposed Again 


(uTs in the Civil Service which may 
hamper rather than improve the 
country’s economic recovery are being 
sed by the Institution of Pro- 
fessional Civil Servants. 


The Ministry of Labour’s small staff 
for dealing with training in industry is 
to be slashed by nearly half. At the same 
time the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research will have to abandon 
a recently restored development plan 
because a cut of £150,000 in its expendi- 
ture is imposed. 

These facts are among the first details 
of the Government’s decision to cut Civil 
Service expenditure by £100 million this 
year. 

Mr. Stanley Mayne, General Secretary, 
writing in the August issue of State 
| Service, journal of the Institution, says: 
“With the very heavy dismissals now 
‘being made in the motor car industry 
and dismissals being threatened else- 
where, it would seem that there is more 
need than ever for the development of 
the Ministry of Labour’s training within 
industry arrangements. Yet, of this small 
staff of about 38 no fewer than 16 are 
to be dismissed. 


Wasteful Economies 


“Cutting work which is important for 
the continued development of the 
country is no economy at all. An 
example of this lack of economy in 
economy cuts comes from the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. This department suffers from 
aborted development plans. Immediately 
after the war it was given a development 
programme because of the importance 
of its work to the general economic 
welfare of the country. Within a few 
years this plan was abandoned and not 
only so, but the Department had 


economy cuts applied to it so that it went 
backwards. 

“As a result of general pressure the 
Government again decided to have a 
plan. The new five-year plan is designed 
to achieve by 1960 almost as much as 
it had been proposed to develop in the 
first five-year plan of 1946. Now the 
DSIR is to be cut again. It is true that 
this cut is only £150,000, but it means 
concomitant stoppage of the development 
programme proposed.”

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ALL-ELECTRIC COUNCIL 
HOUSES 
Birmingham Corporation’s 
Experiment 

ALREADY experimenting with all-electric 
flats, Birmingham Corporation is shortly to 
begin building 42 experimental all-electric 


houses at Kitwell Farm Estate, Bartley 
Green. 


The houses will be electrically heated 
throughout. The Corporation hopes to 
acquire not only information about the 
working of all-electric houses but to learn 
more of the relative values of various kinds 
of insulation. Insulating materials to be used 
include bitumen-bonded glass quilt, glass- 
wool mats, insulating plasterboard backed 
with aluminium foil and a variety of types 
of double glazing in the living-rooms. 

It is expected that the houses will not cost 
more than the ordinary type of municipal 
houses, owing to the elimination of chim- 
neys, fireplaces and coal houses. 


DIRECT LABOUR FORCE 
TO GO 


Rochester Council’s Decision 


(ROCHESTER CounciL has decided to 
dispense with its house-building direct labour 
force of nearly 30 men, some of them super- 
annuated, in an endeavour to economise 
house-building costs. 


As a result, an £87,000 contract for the 
erection of 60 dwellings at the Darnley-road 
(North) Estate, Strood, will go to private 
enterprise, Peak Construction Co., Ltd., sub- 
ject to Ministerial approval. 

Tt was originally recommended that 18 of 
the 56 three-bedroom houses and the four 
old people’s bungalows included in the con- 
tract should be built by the direct labour 
force at a cost of just over £31,000. 

At a recent meeting of the council a 
lengthy and heated debate preceded the de- 
cision, bitterly opposed by members of the 
Labour Party group of the council.

The Queen has been pleased to approve 
that Mr. Rupert Leigh Sich, CB, be 
appointed Registrar of Restrictive Trading 
Agreements. 


Trade with Egypt 


IN view of inquiries about the effect of 
the current financial restrictions on United 
Kingdom trade with Egypt, the Board of 
Trade have issued the following circular to 
firms and trade associations who are sub- 
scribers to the Board’s Special Register 
Information Service:— 

“Traders are advised that payment is 
not being made out of blocked Egyptian 
sterling accounts for goods exported to 
Egypt other than for goods delivered or 
shipped on or before July 27 and for goods 
in respect of which confirmed bankers’ 
credits had been established on or before 
that date. There is no prohibition of 
exports to Egypt other than of arms and 
warlike material, though export licences 
continue to be required for certain kinds 
of goods.” 


NATIONAL JOINT COUNCIL 
DECISIONS 


More Money for Scaffolders 


THE National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry has approved an amend- 
ment to National Working Rule 1(h\2) 
which will have the effect of increasing the 
rates of wages currently payable to qualified 
tubular scaffolders by 1d. per hour as from 
September 3 next. In connection with this 
decision the council have further decided 
that particular attention should be directed 
to the nature of the training and experience 
which tubular scaffolders must have had 
in order to qualify for payment under this 
section of National Working Rule 1(h). The 
new rate is 2d, instead of 3d. an hour 
“below current standard craftsman’s rate.” 


Operatives Using Rivet Guns 


The NJC has also decided that a man 
using a cartridge-operated rivet gun should 
receive an extra 2d. an hour, as from Sep- 
tember 3 next. Such men will therefore 
be added to the schedule in National Work- 
ing Rule 3 (Extra Payments).

Pensions Bulletin (No. 3) to a full descrip- 
tion of the provisions of the 1956 Finance 
Act “in reasonably non-technical language ” 
as it affects pensions for self-employed per- 
sons or controlling directors. 


Steel Production 


Steel production in July was at the rate 
of 326,400 tons a week compared with 
307,700 tons a week in the corresponding 
period of 1955. Steel production con- 
tinued to be adversely affected by a ban on 
overtime by maintenance workers which has 
now been withdrawn. Production of 
ferro-concrete bars and rods for the second 
quarter of 1956 at 101,100 tons was 10,800 
tons up on the comparable 1955 figure. 


Brixton Old Boys’ Association 


Efforts are being made to re-establish the 
Old Boys’ Association of the Brixton School 
of Building on a secure footing. To this end 
a temporary council has-been formed to 
overhaul the existing rules and to carry out 
preliminary work prior to the annual meet- 
ing, which will take place early next year. 

A “get tegether” supper, however, has 
been arranged at the Albert Tavern, Victoria- 
street, SW1, on October 19, and all old boys 
of the school who are interested in joining 
the association and also in being at this sup- 
per, are asked to get in touch with the Secre- 
tary—L. Wilder, School of Building Old 
Boys’ Association, School of Building, Fern- 
dale-road, Brixton.

Council House Repairs 


Gainsborough Rural Council decided on 
August 7 to exercise a stricter control on 
expenditure on repairs to council houses. 
Housing management officers are being asked 
to scrutinise the repairs in order that they 
may limit the council’s liability to the cost 
reasonably attributable to fair wear and tear 
of the property. It is considered that the 
council are sometimes called upon to remedy 
defects which are the result of neglect or 
carelessness or even wilful damage by the 
tenants.

He was claiming £387 15s. 2d. from Miss 
Margaret M. Cork, of Offley Brook, near 
Eccleshall, for work carried out toe her 
cottage. | 

Mr. W. A. L. ALLARPYCE, for the plaintiff, 
said that Miss Cork had asked Mr. Haynes 
to carry out work to her cottage. This in- 
cluded the laying of new drains and septic 
tank, provision of a water supply, and the 
conversion of a bedroom into a bathroom, 
General repairs to fireplaces and roof were 
also included. 


The question of obtaining an improve- 
ment grant was discussed and because he 
was a member of the Rural District Council, 
Mr. Haynes was able to advise Miss Cork 
how to go about it. He warned her that the 
work could not begin before the grant was 
approved. 


Counsel alleged that Miss Cork was ina 
hurry to get into the house and ordered the 
work to proceed. When she discovered that 
she was not to get a grant, she ordered the 
work to be stopped and asked for a bill. 
It was not paid, said Mr. Allardyce. 


Miss Cork denied that she was in a hurry 
to get into the house. She said that Mr. 
Haynes had promised to help her to get the 
grant for the improvement but he had not 
kept his promise. 

She was counter-claiming for loss of the 
grant, and the rent she could have obtained 
fsom two rooms, if the work had been com- 
pleted. She thought £300 a reasonable figure 
for the work carried out. 


JupGE H. A. TUCKER gave judgment for 
the plaintiff with costs. But he reduced the 
bill to £340, commenting: “I think it should 
be reduced as £387 is not a reasonablé sum, 
having regard to the whole of the circum- 
stances.” 

He dismissed a counter-claim for £250 
by Miss Cork: £200 was in respect of loss 
of grant from Stone Rural District Council, 
and a further £50 was in respect of loss of 
rent for two rooms which could have been 
Iet.

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NEW RAILWAY STAFF 
HOSTEL 


Meeting the Needs of 
Modernisation 


W ORK is now in progress on a new 

Eastern Region staff hostel at Alders- 
brook, near Ilford. There are shortages in 
the “key” operating and motive power 
grades, particularly on the LTS section, and 
in an attempt to overcome these difficulties 
invitations have been made to staff and new 
entrants in areas where the labour situation 
is easier. The scheme depends to a large ex- 
tent upon the provision of suitable accom- 
modation and the new hostel is designed to 
meet this need. 

The new building will be constructed on 
the “Derwent” system of prefabricated 
timber construction, which has the advant- 
age that it can be dismantled if no longer 
required and the units used again. 

The new hostel will accommodate 250 
men. Each will have an individual bedroom 
finished in varying pastel shades and recrea- 
tional rooms for indoor games are provided. 
A well-furnished dining-room and a reading- 
room are included in the scheme. The hostel 
will have modern toilets equipped with 
showers and slipper baths. 

The building will consist of a main block 
with six wings covering an area of about 
76,000 sq. ft. and it is hoped to complete 
the work by the autumn. 

The building units are supplied by Vic 
Hallam, Ltd., and the erection is being car- 
ried out by Messrs. Bovis, Ltd. 


THE FUNCTIONS OF 
PROFIT 


When Increased Dividends are 
Justified 


ADDRESSING the Summer School of the 
National Union of Mineworkers at Ilkley, 
Yorkshire, on July 23, on “ Work, Wages 
and Profits,’ Mr. HALFoRD REDDISH, chair- 
man and managing director of the Rugby 
Portland Cement Co., Ltd., quoted the 
general secretary of the Associated Society 
of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, who 
said last year: “ A man is entitled to a reward 
commensurate with his skill and with the 
responsibility of his position. This principle 
is as old as the free society and will perish 
with it.” 

“I agree wholeheartedly with that senti- 
ment,” said Mr. Reddish, “and I imagine 
that you all do. We are all free enterprisers 
in the sense that we want to sell our labour 
for the best price it will fetch—in short, for 
what the market will stand.” 

Mr. Reddish referred to what he called 
“ the essential partnership of industrial enter- 
prise *—the partnership between labour and 
capital, labour being remunerated’ by the 
payment of wages and salaries which were in 
effect guaranteed irrespective of the result 
of the enterprise, while capital took the risk 
and received its reward of such profit (or 
loss!) as might emerge. ; 

One of the main functions of profit, he 
pointed out, was the building up of wealth 
in the interests of all concerned, and profits 
were after all the only bulwark behind wages 
and salaries and the continuity of employ- 
ment of all those .working in a company. 

After dealing with such questions as the 
distribution of profits, Mr. Reddish said that 


usually only part of the profit, which unques- 
tionably. belonged to the ordinary  share- 
holders, was. distributed in dividend, the 
balance being retained in the company— 
which meant in effect that the shareholders 
were putting up fresh capital each year. And 
if there was no increase in the dividend that 
fresh capital would be unrewarded. 

“So you see,” he said, “there is a clear 
justification, if a company is successful and 
is paying out only a small proportion of its 
profits in dividend, for an increase in the 
rate of that dividend from time to time. 
Perhaps ‘justification’ is not a_ strong 
enough word. Perhaps I ought to say 
‘necessity,’ not only as a matter of fairness 
to the shareholders (including the pension 
funds of the nationalised industries and 
others!) but also because the company may 
want to expand and to raise fresh capital to 
enable it to do so. And unless its existing 
capital is adequately rewarded, the company 
will obviously find it a difficult matter to 
attract new capital.” 


READY-MIXED CONCRETE 
VEHICLES 


Lower Excise Tax 


SOME operators of ready-mixed concrete 
vehicles will benefit next year from lower 
taxation as a result of the provisions of 
Section 5 of the Finance (No. 2) Act, 1956, 
which recently received the Royal Assent, 
writes a correspondent. 

At the present time excise tax on mobile 
concrete mixing vehicles is based on the un- 
laden weight including the weight of the 
mixing plant. From January 1 next, how- 
ever, only the first 30 cwts. of the mixing 
plant is to be included in the unladen weight 
of the vehicle. Any excess will, be counted 
as part of the load. : 

Thus, operators of 24 cu. yd. mixers 
mounted on vehicle chassis will save approxi- 
mately 1 ton of unladen weight as this 
equipment weighs approximately 24 
tons. The weight of 44 cu. yd. mixers 
mounted on six-wheeled chassis is in the 
neighbourhood of 34 tons and operators of 
this model will save the tax payable on 
approximately 2 tons of the present unladen 
weight. 


CONVERSION OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES 


“ Special ” Cars Exempted from 
Purchase Tax 


THE Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise thave issued Public Notice’ No. 77J 
(Revised) to explain the provisions of Sec- 
tion 7 of the Finance Act, 1956. 

With effect from June 1, 1956, Purchase 
Tax is chargeable whenever a vehicle which 
has not borne tax at the full rate is con- 
verted into a car or shooting-brake type 
of vehicle (e.g., by the insertion of side 
windows to the rear of the driver’s seat in 
a van, whether new or not). 

As a result of amendments to the Finance 
Bill; amateur builders of “special” cars 
who assemble them from new or second- 
hand parts will not incur, liability to 
Purchase Tax under the Act. The May 
edition of Notice No. 77J, which was based 
on the position prior to these amendments, 
is now superseded. 

Copies of Notice No. 77J (revised) may 
be obtained from the local Over of 
Customs and Excise.

The Lights of Piccadilly: 
Minister’s Attitude to IWuminated 
Signs 


R. DUNCAN SANDYS, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, has 
told a firm of neon sign manufacturers that, 
although he considers that illuminated signs 
are not out of place on the eastern section 
of the facade of the Criterion building in 
Piccadilly Circus, he is not prepared to 
approve the use of sites there for signs of 
an unspecified nature. It is open to the firm 
to make a fresh application specifying the 
particular advertisements they wish to 
display. 

Claude - General Neon Lights, Ltd., had 
appealed to the Minister against the refusal 
of the Westminster City Council to approve 
two sites on this building for illuminated 
advertisements. The appeal was the subject 
of a public inquiry on May 15 last. 

A letter to the appellants’ solicitor 
announcing the Minister’s decision says: 
“He accepts your clients’ contention that 
the sites under appeal are within an area 
which is already dominated by illuminated 
advertising and has come to the conclusion 
that illuminated advertisements on _ these 
sites would not be out of place. For reasons 
of amenity, however, it is not the practice 
to give general approval for -illuminated 
advertisements of an unspecified nature, and 
the Minister does not feel able to approve 
an application in the terms set out by your 
clients on the form of appeal. He accord- 
ingly feels obliged to dismiss the appeal.” 


Light Industry in Green Belt 
Allowed in Exceptional 
Circumstances ” 


N appeal against the refusal of the 
Essex County Council to permit the 
continued use of the mansion at Ford Place, 
South Ockendon, for light industrial pur- 
poses, has been considered by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government. The 
grounds of the Council’s refusal were that 
the property was situated within the 
metropolitan green belt and its use for 
industrial purposes would be inappropriate. 
On behalf of the Council it was stated 
that (1) the Minister had said that, except 
in very special circumstances, permission 
should not be given for the change of use 
of buildings in a green belt for purposes 
other than those appropriate to a rural area; 
(2) the use of this house, of architectural and 
historic interest, for light industry was in- 
appropriate; (3) sites for industry and small 
factory buildings were available on the LCC 
estate close by; and (4) the best use of the 
house might be conversion into flats. 

The Minister, in the course of his decision, 
says he agrees with the Council that, in 
general, new industry should not be per- 
mitted in the green belt, but he has come 
to the conclusion that the circumstances of 
the present application are exceptional. Ford 
Place has failed to find a purchaser or 
tenant either as a dwelling solely or for any 
kind of institutiohal use and its conversion 
to flats would involve more disturbance of 
the structure than has resulted from the 
appellant’s occupation. The business carried 
out does not affect the appearance of the 


building, nor, in the Minister’s view, is it 
detrimental to the amenity of the surround- 
ings; on the contrary, it appears to have the 
advantage of providing employment without 
increasing the demand for housing and of 
enabling an interesting old building to be 
satisfactorily maintained. 

He considers, however, that in the event 
of a change of tenant, the local planning 
authority should have the opportunity to re- 
view any proposals for the use of Ford 
Place, other than use solely as a dwelling- 
house, that might be made by another 
occupier. He has accordingly decided to 
allow the appeal to the extent that he grants 
permission for the use of the ground floor 
of Ford Place as a light industrial building 
as defined by the Town and Country 
Planning (Use Classes) Order, 1950, such 
permission to operate for the benefit of the 
present occupier only, and permission is 
hereby granted for the resumption, on the 
discontinuance of such use, of the use of the 
whole of Ford Place as a private residence. 


Tree on Building Site: Minister 
Overrules Council’s Refusal to allow 
Bungalow 

[N 


the course of a recent planning 
appeal by Mr..-W. R. Hudson against 
the refusal of Esher UDC to permit the 
erection of a bungalow and garage on plot 
48, Knowle Park Estate, Cobham, fhe 
question of the use of Tree Preservation 
Orders arose. , 
The appeal was decided by the Minister 


of Housing and Local Government on the 
written representations of the parties. 
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Permission for the residential develop. 
ment of this estate was given in 1954, ang 
a layout approved in January, 1955, subject 
to the condition that no trees should be 
felled without the Council’s consent. Qp 
plot 48 there is a mature oak which, in the 
interests of amenity, the Council wish shoulg 
remain, and they rejected the detailed plans 
for a bungalow on this plot because the 
tree would have to be felled if the bungalow 
were built in the position proposed. They 
contended that the condition was properly 
imposed on the permission for the lay<ut of 
the estate and should be observed. There 
was ample room on the plot for the erection 
of a house without destroying the tree, and 
for this purpose they were prepared to relax 
the building line. Planting new trees cn the 
edge of the site would not compensaie for 
the loss of this forest oak, one of a nvember 
of similar trees which were an amenity 
feature of the estate. 


For the appellant it was argued that if 
the Council wanted to preserve the tree 
they should do so by making a Tree Pre- 
servation Order and not merely by refv sing, 
or imposing conditions on, permissicn as 
they had done. There was no room for a 
properly sited bungalow if the tree re- 
mained, because of the need to keep the 
buildings and house drains outside the area 
of root growth and avoid their being over- 
hung by heavy branches. Such a large tree 
would be a danger to the property as a 
whole, especially during a storm. 


The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that while he regards the condition 
imposed on the approval of the layout of 
this estate as inappropriate, he does not 
think the Council were precluded from 
taking account of the existence of the tree 
when considering the proposal to build on 
the appeal site, or from exercising control 
over the siting of the proposed building in 
order to avoid the automatic destruction of 
the tree, if they thought the circumstances 
justified that course. At the same time he 
is not satisfied that the tree is of so great a 
value that it would be reasonable to refuse 
permission for the proposed bungalow, or 
require it to be resited, having regard to 
the permission already granted and to the 
size of the tree and its awkward position 
on the appeal site.

Vinister Allows Council Houses 
in “ Most Beautiful Village in 
England ”’ 


FUNCHINGFIELD, one of the show vil- 

lages during the Festival of Britain and 
described as possibly the most beautiful 
in England, is to have eight council houses 
built near its centre. 

An appeal by Braintree Rural District 
Council against the refusal of the Essex 
County Council to permit the erection of the 
houses at Duck End, Finchingfield, has been 
allowed by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. 

The appeal was the subject of an inquiry 
held in February, On that occasion, Mr. W. 
Humphry, Clerk of Braintree RDC, stressed 
the immediate need for up to 12 dwellings 
in the village. Modern houses, he said, were 
essential to retain local workers and prevent 
the rising generation from moving elsewhere. 

The planning authority, Essex County 
Council, had refused the application on the 
ground that “the erection of the houses 
would result in serious injury to the charac- 
ter of fhe village and its amenities.” 


Braintree RDC have now been told that 
the Minister has decided to allow the appeal 
and permit the erection of eight cottages. 
The letter giving the Méinister’s decision 
states: “* While the Minister fully appreci- 
ates and shares the concern that no develop- 
ments should be permitted which would 
spoil the beauty of the village, he has come 
to the conclusion that the proposals put for- 
ward on the Council’s behalf are not open to 
any objection on that score. Indeed the 
good taste and harmonious character of the 
scheme are such that, if it is faithfully 
carried out in the right materials, it would 
add to the attractiveness of the village.” 

The letter adds: “ The Minister has been 
impressed by the merits of the suggested 
layout and design shown in the preliminary 
sketches, and he would not approve the 
scheme if any less effective treatment of the 
details weré in prospect. He therefore looks 
to the Council to follow this layout and de- 
sign’ closely in producing and carrying out 
a more detailed scheme.” 


THE LOWEST TENDER 


* Cost Benefit ” Method of 
Calculation Advocated 


PPHE “Monthly Bulletin” of the 

British Road Federation for August 
discusses in an editorial article the subject 
of the Lowest Tender. 

“The golden rule of any transaction 
involving payment (states the article) is to 
obtain, value for money. It is stating the 
obvious to say that it is not necessarily 
obtained by paying the lowest price, but in 
matters of road expenditure there is evi- 
dence that the central authority does not 
accept this truism as a working principle. 

““Some months ago the matter was raised 
in Parliament and while the Minister of 
Transport said he was prepared to consider 
any special circumstances of a particular 
case, dissatisfaction has continued. The 
support of national bodies representing 
highway authorities is now being sought 
by two authorities for lodging an objection 
against the strictness with which the condi- 
tion under which grants are issued is applied, 
that tenders for roadwork other than the 
lowest shall not be accepted. 

“In the cost of all forms of roadwork 
there is more to be considered than merely 
the payments to be made for completing 
the work. In terms of the national economy 
any work being carried out which adversely 
affects, at least, commercial road traffic 
creates a further charge, the extra cost of 
operating the vehicles concerned. The fact 
that this extra item does not feature in any 
of the accounts relating to the roadwork 
itself does not make it any less real. 


A Logical Approach 
“A logical approach should be adopted 
in making decisions on this important sector 
of public expenditure. In order that the real 
cost to the community of any roadwork can

be determined, a ‘cost benefit’ method of 
calculation should be applied. In this the 
cost of delays and diversions of traffic and 
any other relevant factors would be esti- 
mated and set against the increased cost 
incurred by carrying out the work as quickly 
as possible or as a result of adopting a 
higher standard of work (to reduce the need 
for attention) or both. A balance would be 
struck and any extra charge should be met 
by central and local authorities in the same 
proportion as for the remainder of the cost, 
that is, according to the classification of the 
road, since ‘national’ and local advantage 
could be considered to accrue in similar pro- 
portion. 

“In this way the maxirium return would 
be obtained from money spent and needless 
waste of resources avoided.” 


NEGOTIATED TENDERS 
Hull Corporation’s Decision 


AT a recent meeting of Hull City Council, 
Miss ANNIE Major moved an amendment 
to the housing committee minutes that the 
City Architect (Mr. A. Rankine) be instructed 
to negotiate with contractors for the erection 
of 113 houses. She also moved that con- 
sideration of the City Engineer’s acceptance 
of housing contracts be deferred. ALD. 
Isaac ROBINSON, the chairman of the 
housing committee, accepted the amendment 
and said that what it suggested was already 
being done. 

Miss Major said: “The housing prob- 
lem at Hull is serious and should be No. 1 
priority so far as building is concerned.” 
The council was informed that the City 
Engineer’s Department had no available 
labour to proceed with work it already had 
in hand. 

Stating that they were not even keeping 
step with the applications, Miss Major said 
Hull had a waiting-list of more than 15,000 
applicants for corporation houses and this 
was an increase on last month. In addition, 
each month more and more houses became 
unfit for human habitation and had to be 
demolished. Their job was to speed up, 
not hold up, the building of houses, said 
Miss Major, who added: “ We have under- 
taken a slum-clearance programme to deal 
with 3,200 houses before 1960.” 


TENDERING WITHOUT 
BILLS OF QUANTITY 


County Councils Want Cost Limit, 
Raised 


A CHANGE in the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers’ rule that mem- 
bers should not tender in competition for 
building works of more than £3,000 in totai 
value without bills of quantities being sup- 
plied is being sought by the County 
Councils’ Association. 

This follows a report from Kent County 
Council pointing to the fact that this rule 
has been continued notwithstanding the sub- 
stantial increases in building costs. 

The rule excepts the construction of single- 
dwelling houses having a maximum floor 
area of 1,500 feet super. 

The County Councils’ Association is ask- 
ing the National Federation to increase the 
figure of £3,000 “to an extent commensur- 
ate with the increased cost of labour and 
materials.”

AUSTRALIA. — Hilton Hotels Inter- 
national, USA, plans to build a hotel in 
Sydney at a cost of about £A3m.

A contract 
for a further section, consisting of a main 
library, a block of two and three storeys 
and two other blocks to house the depart- 
ments of Chemistry and Physics, in addition 
to some smaller ancillary buildings, has just 
been placed with Taylor Woodrow (Gold 
Coast), Ltd. The estimated cost of this part 
of the work is £1 million and it is understood 
that work will start next month and take 
about two and a half years. 

The Registrar of the College, Mr. M. 
Dowuona, has stated that the College Coun- 
cil hopes to place further contracts for 
buildings to house the Botany and Zoology 
departments and a department of Agricul- 
ture during the next few months. The archi- 
tects for the College are Messrs. Harrison 
Barnes and Hubbard, FF/ARIBA, 2 Lord 
North-street, SW1, and the quantity sur- 
veyors are Messrs. Reynolds and Young, 239 
High Holborn, WC1. 


IRAQ.—The following tenders have been 
invited; the Dibis housing scheme for 163 
shouses; civil engineering works for the Dibis 
power station; the Malha water supply

TRADE WITH RUSSIA 


Further Details of Soviet 
Purchasing Programme 


Durinc his recent visit to this country Mr. 
V. A. Malyshev, Deputy Chairman of the 
Council. of Ministers of the USSR, gave 
further details of the machinery, equipment 
and ships which, during their visit to Lon- 
don, Mr. Bulganin and Mr. Krushchev had 
said the Soviet Union could purchase in the 
United Kingdom during the next five years. 
In the light of Mr. Malyshev’s additional 
information it has now been possible to 
divide the list into two categories—goods 
which may be exported, subject in some 
cases to quantitative restrictions and goods 
subject to embargo. Following are extracts 
from the list, which is published in full in 
The Board of Trade Journal of August 11:

The First Ten Years 


Work will start on the first two 
nuclear power stations in 1957. 
These will each have two gas- 
cooled reactors and the stations 
will be in operation by 1960/61. 
Two further gas-cooled reactor 
stations —each housing two 
reactors of improved type — to 
be begun in 1958/9 will come 
into service by 1963. The output 
of these four stations will 
be between 400,000-800,000 
kilowatts. 

The construction of two 
groups of four stations each 
will begin in 1960 and 1961/2 
and they will be supplying 
electricity to the Grid by 1963/4 
and 1965 respectively.
